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Israeli cabinet gives formal 
approval to treaty with Egypt 


TEL AVIV, March 19 (Agen- 
cies) — Ihe Israeli cabinet Mon- 
day approved the fM-oposed peace 
treaty with Egypt, leaving radfica- 
don by the Isi^li parliament as 
the only remaining step bef^ a 
signing ceremony in Washington 
— as earfy as next Monday. 

The parliament debate is 
sdiedulra to open Tuesday and 
the vote may come Wednesday or 
Thursday. As widi the cabinet, the 
pai&meu^s approval is cona- 
dered a foregone conclusion. 

Cabinet Secretary Aiieh Naor 
said the cabinet voted lS-2 to 
approve the treaty, engineered by 
Pyesident Carter on his Mideast 
peace mission last week. 

The 17-member cabinet 
debated the treaty for five hours 
before voting. Defense Minister 
Ezer Weizman, who is in 
Wadiington, cast an affirmative 
vote before his departure. 

The only troublesome issue 
remaining concerns autonomy for 
the Palestinians of the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. Hawk- 
ish ministers asked the cabinet to 
work out its demands on auton- 
mny before approving the treaty. 
The compromise worked out was 
the establishment of an 11- 
minister committee to study the 
issue. 

Naor said Begin would be 
accompanied to the signing by his 
senior cabinet ministers, former 
nemier Yitzhak Ralw, Speaker 


of Parliament Yicdiak Shamir and 
opposition Labor Party leader 
Shimon Peres. 

Deputy Premier Yigael Yadin 
said after Ae meeting Aat “ a few 
bDatera] problems " needed to be 
worked out between Israel and the 
United States, which is underwrit- 
ing part of the costs of Israel's 
wiAdrawal. 

Meanwhile Preadent Cartel's 
National Securi^ Adviser 2Ug- 
niew Brze^ski left Ouro for 
home Monday after apparently 
failing to win &udi and Jordanian 
support for the proposed peace 
treaty. 

The United States was seeking 
Saudi backing and Jordanian par- 
ticipation to g^e weight to Ae 
projected accord la Ae foce of 
widespread oppostion in Ae Arab 
world. 

AccorAng to Ae terms of a side 
letter attached to Ae projected 
treaty, Jordan would be invited to 
join Egypt and Isael in negotia- 
tions to determine Ae future of 
Palestinians litdng on Ae West 
Bank and Gaza. 

But Bizezinski apparently came 
away empty hand^ from his talks 
in Riyadh and Am ma n. 

He said in Cairo Sunday be had 
constructive and useful talks in Ae 
two capitals and that the U.S. was 
“ more convinced ever before that 
Ae‘ forthcoming peace treaty bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel is boA the 
beginning and Ae cornerstone of a 


comprehensive peace treaty in the 
region. ” 

Bul after a meeting to brief 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
on his hurriedly arranged 
weekend mission, be declined to 
answer questions on how he had 
Cared in his efforts to win SauA 
and Jordanian suppon for the tre- 
aty. 

In Washington, meanwhile, 
Egyptian Defense Mizuster Karaal 
Ali said Monday Egypt has 
"enormous needs" for military 
and economic aid from Ae United 
States, whidt would increase if 
SauA Arabia cuts off its assis- 
tance. 

Ali said "it would be only 
NatuiaT' for the United States to 
compensate Egypt in the event its 
$ 2 billion assistance from Saudi 
Arabia and oAer Aiab countries 
is cut o£L 

In a related develofanenu Sec- 
retary of Smte Cyrus Vance said 
the United States win be an active 
paitidpant iu negotiations for 
Palestinian s^-rule in Gaza arid 
Ae West Bank. 

Vance said Ae U.S. role as a 
"fun negotiating partner” was 
requested by both Israel and 
E^pt. It will be speUed out in Ae 
letter accompanying the peace 
treaty which the two countries are 
expected to si gn in Washington. 

Answering questions in a televi- 
sion interview. Vance said the let- 


ter would state "that the United 
States Mn participate fufly in Ae 
negotiations....which deal wiA 
establishment of the self- 
governing auAority in the West 
Bank and Gaza.” 

Piddng up a phrase often used 
by President Sadat, he added: 
“There will be....a foil partner in 
Ae discusaons.” 

Vance said the interests of Ae 
Palestinians were of great impor- 
tance to the United S^iates. 

Vance said Ae treaty marked 
Ae beginning, not the end, of the 
negotiating process, and he pre- 
Acted that a very difficult set of 
talks lay ahead. 

As Brzemski left Cairo, Egyp- 
tian Vice-President Hosni 
Mubarak arrived in Lmdon Mon- 
day to brief Prtee MBnister James 
gaiiaghfln on Cartel's peace mis- 
sion to Egypt and IsraeL 

Mubarak is on a tour of friendly 
European countries to exfriain 
Egypf s positioD on Ae proposed 
Egj^rtian-IsraeH peace trea^. 

Tlie vice-preddent said in Vie- 
nna last week that bis country 
expected difficulties from oAer 
Arab states after Ae signing of Ae 
peace treaty " but we go on. "

He said in a prepared statement that Iran offic^y denies Ac 
claims anc ^stronglypfotcsts" Ae fact that Aey were issued by the 
Afghan government. 

Afganistan's accusations tollow reports of heavy fighting in Herat 
Province, which borders Iran. The fighting was apparently between 
government troops and Muslim opposition groups.

(R) — The “Rand DaHy MaiT' 
newspaper said Monday that 
South African government secret 
projects involved transferring 
money to major polidcal figures in 
Western countries and overseas 
labor unions. 

The newspap>er quoted Dr 
Eschel Rhoc^e. central figure in 
the “slush funds'* scandM now 
shaking the government, as say- 
ing, “1 have documentary proof of 
some these projects, but I am 
not ^ng to release it at this 
stage." 

'Hie new^>aper said Rhoodie, 
former secretary of the now- 
defunct Information Department, 
made the disclosure during a 
meeting with “Rand Daily Mail” 
editor AUister Sparks at a secret 
venue in Europe Sunday. 

The new^per said Rhoodie 
was reluctant to use the word 
bribery in connection with foreign 
politicians and labor leaders. 

“It is true," he said, that some of 
the secret projects involved major 
political figures in more than one 
Western country and that money 
was involved. Projects concemirig 
unions were alw undertaken, 
involving the transfer of money." 

Rhoodie went on. “some African 


states were involved, too, but I 
want to em(^asize that they did 
not include any of the West Afri- 
can states that participated with 
South Africa in the detente exer- 


cise. 

The detente exerdse was the 
South African government’s 
largely abortive attempt in the 


mid-1970s to win friends in 
Africa. 

Rhoodie said the then prime 
minister, John Vorster, knew 
about all the secret projects.

BONN, March I9(R)— Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt's left- 
liberal coalition enhanced its pre- 
stige in West Germany by making 
gains in two key regional elections 
Sunday night 


The two coalition partners 
unexpectedly increased their 
share of the vote in the Rhineland 
Palatinate, where they reduced 
the Christian Democrats' majority 
to two seats in the 100-seat parli- 
ament 


In West Berlin, Social Democ- 
rat Mayor Dietrich Stobbe and his 
Free Democratic allies kept tbdr 
grip on the dty government with 
an increased vote and a probable 
69 seats, against 58 for the Christ- 
ian Democrats. . 


Altogether about 3,500,000 
voters went to the polls — nearly 
10 per cent of the national electo- 
rate. 


Rhineland Premier Bernhard 
Vogel said that despite the small 
majority die CDU would continue 
to rule the state alone.

Law of sea treaty may run aground 


geneva, March 19 (R) — The 
marathon United Nations law of 
the sea was to reopen Monday 
apparently beaded for squalls 
frem die start. 

ax-week session was called 
to wind up several yean of infor- 
mal negotiations on a 340-article 
treaty so that the talks involving 
about 160 nations could enter 
their final phase on formalizing a 
convention text 

But industrial states and 
developing countries set course 
for a stormy confrontation over 
deep-sea mining even before the 
session opened. Third World 
nations warned the issue could 
scuttle the conference. 

The United States has 
announced plans for unilateral 
li to give some 

security for companies planning to 
develop the technology to mine 
the rid minerals on the ocean 
floors. 

Develofwg countries — which 
want the proposed U.N. treaty to 
govern such activities — say other 
industrial states are planning to 
foAow suit, among them West 


Germany. 

The Third World nations 
declared in a statement here last 
Friday: "The enactment of such 
legislation will undoubtedly 
poison the atmosphere Of the 
negotiations, and would most 
probably lead to a breakdown of 
the conference.'’ 

Sea-bed mining is expected to 
be one of the first problems dis- 
cussed during this session, 1 1 is one 
of seven fundamental issues dele- 
gates have agreed they must settle 
before a treaty can be made final. 

The top U.N. representative at 
the talks. Colombian Bernardo 
Zuleta. has said the issue "may be 
the key to the success or failure of ■ 
the session." 

The negotiating text before 
delegates prorides for an inienia- 
tional sea-bed authority to control 
all mining activities “on behalf of 
mankind as a whole." 

U.S. delegation chief Elliot 
Richardson has argued the 
American legislation would give 
companies some protection until 
the treaty came into force. 

Otherwise the firms — often 


cuiibortia of multinational cxim- 
panies — would have to be “wil- 
Ung to gamble on the success of 
the conference — and that they 
are not willing to do,*' be told a 
congressional committee. 

But the Group of 77, now link- 
ing 117 developing states, 
attacked “the undue haste with 
which certain of the industrialized 
countries rush to utilise their teeb- 
nolc^ical advantage to grab the 
resources of the common herit- 
age."

Narayan, who led the ruling 
Janata Party to victory over 
former Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's Congress Party in the 
1977 general election, suffered 
temorraging early Sunday and 
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Fringe parties on the extreme 
left and right indoding the neo-i 
Nazi National Democratic Party 
(NPD) and the pro-Moscow 
Communist i^ir^ receiv^ only 
minimal support and won no seats.

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Police racism ?

PARIS — 

The growing tendency’ of Paris- 
police to stop cvery’one with a 
black or brown face in the metro 
(with long'haired youths as an 
added target) for an identity 
check, is being condemned as 
“ flagrant police racism " by 
unions representing policemen 
and metro staff. MPs of left and 
right, and the Movement Against 
Racism. 

The controls have indeed been 
evident to every traveUer for 
months. In groups of between 
three and six, police wait in cor-* 
ridors. ignoring the stream of 
white faces and stopping everyone 
with a dark face. 'TTiose who ans- 
wer back, or w'hose papers are not 
in order, are taken off to the police 
station and in some cases detained 
pending immediate deportation. 

A Socialist MP at the meeting 
said the new procedures were pari 
of a •• systematic increase in rep- 
ression in the wake of ni®*" 
sive unemployrnent. 
Communist and CauUist MP$. 
joined the protest. The Metro 
workers union, giving another 
view, said the practice was 
“ dearly linked to the current pol- 
icy of sending back unwanted 
immigrants to ffieir home country 
and the Metro has been found the 
. easiest place to spot people whose 
papers are not in order. ” Immig- 
rants in this category have become 

' more numerous lately, since fore- 
ign workers' rerident permits for- 
merly issued for three to ten 
years, are now no longer given: for 
more than one year at a time. 

The government has never 
admitted any such modve and, 
indeed, rad^y selective identity 
checks are illegal in France. In a 
parliamentary reply last year, the 
ministry of the interior' said the 
police action was " in the context 
of the police's permanent mission 
to protect law and order 


However, M. Stolezu, secretary 
of state in charge of immigrants, 
said later on a televisioa program 
that one reason for the diMks was 
that areas such as the Goutte Dor 
had “ a problem of immigiant 
criminality ". Unionists and the 
Movement Against Racism say 
statistics did not show that violent 
crime was more prominent among 
immigrants. 


A leader of the CGT (pro- 
Communist) police union said tiiat 
while policemen were “ propor- 
tionately no more racist than any- 
one else " there were some 
“ racist leaders in the police wdio 
affected the rank and file. " A 
member of the pro-Socialist 
CFDT police union said that as far 
as the police were concerned “ the 
bitter quarrel of the Algerian war 
has not yet been quelled. '* Most 
^kesmen agreed that increasing 
crime in the Metro should be dealt 
with increased dvU securHy 
staff and police on standby would 
wait till they are called in. Metro 
checks are ca^ied out by a spei^ 
police unit of 220 men operating 
from the Bastille Metro station, 
supplemented by auxiliaries and 
riot police. Metro workers unions 
complained that orders given to 
the police were “ passed from 
mouth to mouth, never written 
down. '' They said even the 
Metro's own staff of 800 immig- 
rantdeanerswas** often molested 
by these policemen 


Documented cases of immig- 
rants beaten up by the police 
indude that of TadJ Tahraoui, an 
Algerian painter. 'After abu^g 
police who had stopped him the 
Gar du Nord Metro he was taken 
to the police station nearby and, 
according to doctors, suffered 
“permanent partial disability". 
TUs happened in 1975 and, 
although the identity of policemen 
concerned has been noted in court 
the case is still pending. (U) 


Grenada’s coup

Some achievements, such as 
local control of the region's baux- 
ite resources, have been salvaged, 
but the overall picture is still bad. 


Trinidad-Tobago, witb massive 
oil resources but with the highest 

per capita foreign control of the 
economy in the hemisphere, has 
been the exception to the poverty. 
But its conservative leader. Eric 
Williams, in power for 23 straight 
years, has only grudgingly and 
sparsely helped out his flounder- 
ing neighbors. 

Sir Eric Gairy was little con- 
cerned with these questions. He 
was a folk hero Grom another age. 
a black man who sprung from the 
peo{rfe in the fifties and who via 
the trade union movement sue-

His mysticism made him obses- 
sed with Communism, and be 
forged links with outcast nations. 
He gave shelter to gangsters and 
fu^tives from U.S. courts. He 
made himself a millionaire out of 
state funds and quaintly rebuked 
his opponents for being “(Sslt^aT' 
and “di$req>ectful."

Under normal difdomatic pro- 
cedure, when agreement on the, 
terms of a treaty has been reached, 
the head of state of each govern- 
ment first “initials" a treaty and 
only afterward submits it to the 
legiidature for ratification, if sudi 
approval is required. 

The “initialfog^* step is impor- 
tant, according to specialists on 
treaties, because it “sets the exact 
terms of the treaty in concrete," as 
one ^lecialist put it, and discour- 
ages the legiriative body from 
making changes tiiat could upset 
the agreement. The Knesset 


debate is eiqiected to be tempes- 
tuous, but Israeli analysts say 
Begin has the votes for approval 
This was die procedure fol- 
lowed by Carter on the Panama 
Canal treaties last year. (Since the 
United States will not be a direct 
party to 'the Israeli-E^tian- 
peace treaty. Carter will uot initial 
it and the &nate will not take op 
the agreement, though Congress 
win have to vote on U.S. aid prop- 
osals wfaidi Carter made as part of 
the negotiations.) 


Sadm also indicated that be 
would initial the treaty before 
submitting it to the People's 
Assembly, or Ej^ptian pailia- 
ment, for ratification as reqinred 
under the Egyptian constitution. 

Israel, vrineb has parliamentary 
tystem, operates without a written 
constitution. It does not have a 
long-established tradition for 
approving treaties, but Begin has 
in^cated that legj^tive approval 
oi such agreements is not legally 
necessary. 


“By Israeli law it is tiie govern- 
ment itself which ratifies interna- 
tional conventions," Begin said. 
Under the Israeli system, the gov- 
ernment is the prime minister and 
the cabinet he forms; a govern- 
ment has broad powers of (^ra- 
tion so long as it commands major- 
ity support in the Knesset 
So sensitive is the proposed tre- 
aty, however, both in terms of 
present-day Israeli politics and in 
terms of tiie decades of violent 
conflict between Israel and the 
Arabs, that Begin, not only 
decided to seek Knesset approval 
but to do it before be hiniself ini- 
tials the treaty.

Hard road to Brno

VIENNA — 

The 88 miies from Vienna to 
Brno, tiie historic and economic 
center of Moravia, is a three^iour 
journey from one world to 
another. When Austrian- Chancel- 
lor Bruno l6^ky issued an open 
invitation to foreign corre^n- 
dents to accompany him on a 
working vist for a one-day meet- 
ing with Czechoslovak Premier 
Lubomir Strougal we seized the 
oj^oftunity gli^y. 

Last year it took us two months 
and much diplomatic pressure to 
obtain rises for Czechosiovalda. 
That was just after Premier 
Strougal had promised during a 
visit to Austria that conditions for 
foreign correqioiideats working in 
his country w^d be relaxed. Hiis 


time the visas were issued in two 
days. 

There are two buses a day from 
^^e^na to Bmo. One is a battered 
Czech Pullman, the other a smart 
Austrian coadL For 15 years the 
service has been kept iq> as a mat- 
ter at prestige. Since the Russian . 
invasion in Czechoslovakia 10 
years ago passengers are few and 
far between. 

We boarded the Czech bus in 
Vienna, with its woollen-capped 
driver and tranastor radio blaring 
Czech moac, and slithered over 
slosh and snow-bound roads to the 
border. There the driver collected 
the four passengers’ pasqxHts: the 
other two were midde-^ed, well 
dressed women, one a Czech 
returning home, the other a 
Broo-bom Austrian national on a 
tiiree'day family virit. “My blood 
runs cold every time I cross tins 
border." she said. 

At the Austrian border the 
driver hopped out and returned 
two- minutes later widi die' pass- 
ports stamped and ready. Hien we 
drove through tiie concrete jungle 
with flashin g fi^ts whidi is the 
shnee into Czechoslovakia. 

Two high-rankiqg military 
officers boated the bw and took 


the pas^rts and visas. Then we 
three foreigners were ordered out 
to iden^ our luggage. Our case 
was selected tb be o|»ned. They 
wanted us to open it in the road- 
side slush but we loaded it inside 
the bus. A microphone was 
inflected suspiciously but the rest 
of our t Dssessions were left alone. 

We wi )'>' escorted into the cus- 
toms building to change the com- 
ptilsoiy $10 per day’s stay at a 
ridiculously low rate for the 
Czechoslovak crown. This is one, 
of the barriers which stop those in 
the West visiting relatives on the 
other side of the Iron Curtain too 
frequently. A famfly of four visit- 
ing for a week is forced to 
exchange the equivalent of $280 
for crowns they do not need and 
can hardly spend. Hungary has 
long disposed of tiiis irritating 
practice. 

On arrival in Bmo we found 
three cojMes of an official letter for 
20 journalists, s^ed by the gov- 
ernment Press Secretary Frantisek 
Kourfl. which let us know how 
welcome we were. 

“On- account of the pure work- 
ing character of this visU we do not 
guarantee to either Czechoslovak 
or foreign journalists board and 
lodgings, transport, telephone or 
telex connections and are not 
re^nsible for the costs," it read.

Over tiie years a good many su^ 
women, having socoemfriUy 
chatted up over the coffee cups by 
persuasive characters from East 
Germany, have eventually been 
pressed into service for love — 
and sometimes for marriage. 

Some of them have become 
sizeable ftt in the spying game. 
There was Helga Berger, a secret- 
ary in tiie West German Forrign 
NGnistty who before her arrest 
diree years ago was siqiplyiiig her 
East GeimaiY btty frie^ witia 
some hig^ sensitive hiaterial, 

inrfmtmg the German nagrttiating 
position on the Boon- Warsaw tre- 
aty. . 

There was Leonore Sutteriin, 
-wbo*used to take photographs of 
secret doenments in the Foie^ 
Mmistry during her lunch bre^ 
and hand them over to her hns- 
band, who had married her in the 
oonise of duty. She committed 
suicide in prism in 1967.

Onbtel Broszey, the right- 
hand woman of Professor Kurt 
Biedoikoi^ has also gone absent 
witiumt leave and b believed to 
have fied to East Berlin with a boy 
fitend. 

Obviously, the information 
available to these women would 
have been most usefol to the East 
German autiunities, who keep die 
closest watch on political 
develoiments in West Germany.

I WASHINGTON — One combaiani says it is a $ 
250.000 Ftench Impressionist original. The oAcr 
dismisses it as a “nice painting of haystacks," and 
possibly '*a pretty goolf' copy. EiAer way. bulb 
sides are fighting it out in a Baltimore courtriHim to 
gain final possession of Ae painting signed “ Claude 
Monet." 

The oil painting in pastel colors has been the 
centeipiece in a six-year legal saga involvmg 
bounced checks, entreaties to Ae FBI, nationwide 
an appraisals, courtrooms in two states, the work of 
at least seven attorneys and deuAmg by one private 
eye. 

Last week, a Baltimore, Md. judge ordered that 
: ihc painting be held for safekeeping in local an 
gaOery while Baltimore collectors Edward and 
Cyrile Strauss and retired Norfolk, Va„ business- 
man Charles Burroughs prepare for legal battle 
over its ownership. 

“It is a tragedy in Ac an world," Cyrile Strauss 
says, describmg Ae tangled legal proceedings over 
Ae painting Aat she insists is Monefs “Haystacks 
in Ae Evening." 

Bunoughs maintains, "the whole thing is per- 
fectly ridiculous’* and says be just wants the paint- 
ing back “to bang on the wall.” 

The troubles over Ae painting began m 197.^ 
when, the Strausses say. they sold it to Norfolk an 
dealer Benjamin Robinson R>r S .^5.000. 

A few days later. acenrAng to Strauss. Robin- 
son's check bounced, and Strauss went after his 
p>ainring. As time went on, be sought Help from 
Aree Afferent lawyers and, at one p>oim. from the 
FBI, which he said told him. “ Ae whole Aing is so 
bizarre tiiey couldn’t get involved." 

Strauss ultimately sued Robinson for Ae $ 
55,000. Robinson, according to an affidavit filed in 
that lawsuit, msist^ tbe painting was not worA that 
much because it was a f^e. For that reason, he said 
m his affidavit, be stopjied payment on Ae check. 

A judge, however, ruled in Strauss' favor in 


January 1978, and Strauvs Aeti went to Ae Norfolk | 
courts to the get either his money or the painting 
back.

The session was expected to 
consider mandatory thermostat 
controk and a long list of other 
ideas packaged in a proposed 
“ Iranian response plan, " 
deigned, to cope with the pinch 
on supplies that is just beginning 
to be felt as a result of the Iranian 
revolution.. 

Carter and his aides also were 
likely to grapple with the conflict 
between his pledge to let U.S. oil 
prices rise to world market levels 
and his top-priority policy to flght 


inflation. 

Administration sources, who 
asked not to be identified, have 
said Carter would probably reveal 
his energy frians in a national tele- 
vision address sometime this 
month. 

By then the Iran-caused oil 
shortage, which has seemed only a 
threat so far, may be felt as March 
allocations cause dwindling sup- 
plies at service stations.

NAIROBI. March 19 (AP) — 
Ugandan President Idi Amin pre- 
dicted victory Monday and said he 
and his Riilitary commanders have 
worked out a “ new strategy ** to 
expel Tanzanian and Ugandan- 
exile invaders. 

“ We shall win. " Amin said 
after visiting front-line trench. 
** Nobody should be worried. The 
situation is under control. " 

Amin's remarks, broadcast by 
Radio Uganda, reflected a new 


mood of confidence that Uganda 
can fight back the Tanzanian- 
backed exile army. 

The invaders are reported stal- 
led 80 kilometers south of Kam- 
pala. the Ugandan capital, where 
both sides claimed to have 
inflicted hundreds of casualties in 
a major battle a week ago. 

Uganda Radio also carried a 
hint that reprisals against col- 
laborators would follow if Amin 
succeeded in gaining control of

There are,' of codrse, similar plants in West Germany, the Unite 
States and Japan almost wheriJy felying on computers. Comput. 
sdence has made giant strides in the last two decades; we live in tt 
computer era. an era in which everything seems to occupy a sinaUt 
space and contain more energy. Perhaps one day all the compoum 
and contents of our minds and memories will fit in something smalli 
than a pin's head. 

The computer has even revolutionized the sdence of acoustics, 
there a better example of this than the Kennedy assassination inve 
tigation? 

After President Kennedy wa.s killed it was found one 
escorting the presidential motorcade failed to turn off his walk 
talkie after talking to {lolice headquarters. As ali such conversatioj 
are recorded, investigators discovered that they had a tape wfau 
would determine how many shots were fired, to know if the aHegt 
killer Lee Harvey Oswald acted alone or there was another gunman 

The problem was that, when the tape was played, they discovert 
to their (fismay, that the sound of the motorcycle muffled every odn 
sound. But that was more than 15 years ago, on November 22,.196 
Now that sdence has made sodi a^ances, two experts say that tbt 
have devised a qrstem of separating the sounds. An acpexmtnt v. 
conducted and the sound of the motorcyde was act^y i yo latf 
tom that of the crowd and from that of the shots. 

The origmal Warren Commisaon report concluded that dm 
shots had teen fired and that Oswald had acted alone. 

' But after the computer ex{>eriment, it was proved that thiee-sbo 
were actually fired by Oswald but that a fourth one was fired from 
hill covered by trees on the other side of the road the motorcade w: 
traveling along. 

It was thus established that Oswald did not act alone, bnt that 1 
was involved in a conspiracy and it was left to the lustioe Departmci 
to decide whether a new investigation should be opened.
